Rundel & Bridge, has been estimated to 
It weighs, 
says the Retail Jeweler, nearly 2 pounds 
and comprises more than 3,000 precious 
stones, of which five-sixths are dia- 
monds. The lower part of the band is a 
| row of 129 pearls, the upper part of 113. 
Between them, in front, is a large 
sapphire. Behind is a smaller sapphire, 
with 6 others and S emeralds. Between 
the two great sapphires are ornaments 
containing 286 diamonds. Above the 
band are $ sapphires surmounted by 8 
diainonds and § fastoons, containing 160 
diamonds. In the front of the crown is 
the ruby given to the black prince by 
Pedro, king of Castille. This is set ina 
Maltese cross, and forming the cross 
are 75 large diamonds. 
bree other crosses, containing 886 
Uamonds, are around the upper part of 
the crown. Between the four crosses 
re four ornaments with four rubies in 
the center, and containing respectively 
‘ighty-four, cighty-six, eighty-five and 
‘ighty- diamonds. From the Mal- 
fese ercsses rise four arches, composed 
of oak leayes and acorns, the leaves 
‘ontaining 728 diamonds. The thirty- 
two acorns are cach of a single pearl, 
and are setin cups made of fifty-four 
diamonds. Above the arches stands 
the mound, containing 548 diamonds, 
ind above the mound is the cross, con- 
taining a very large sapphire, four very 
large and 108 smauer diamonds. All 
the stones are genuine, and not, as in 
some other European crowns, colored 
lass, Which has replaced the genuine 
tones.

villares, the inhabitants of which had 
con a whit? man. In some 
placesthe women and children would 
louble the doors and hide, while 
the rne2 would follow us wherever we 
went out of curiosity. They didn't un- 
lerstand how we eame to be withou 
queu sand were mystified at our ap- 
unce and style of dress, but no at- 
tempt was made to molest us. 

“The Jaho mines are extensive and 

consi.tof alode sixty miles lon and one 

hamdretd feet wide. The ore is silvet 
bearing, bat will notaverage more than 
iWwelve dollars aton. About one thou- 
and coolies are on the pay roll and 
cach (cots about five dollars and ahalfa 
month in Mexican moncy. They are 
the gereatost thieves I ever saw, and 
nany of them, just for the love of steal- 
ng, would stcal a piece of ore perhaps 
worth not more than five cents, though 
f the pilferer were caught he would 
hi, pay and be bambeocd besides. 
lis punishment is given by striking 
Se man onthe muscles of his bare legs, 
nd often so severely thet the flesh is 
‘ut turough to the bone.
